• General Sessions, the subpena 
will ask Rhoads to appear and 
bring with him ail of the X- 
i ray and photographic records 
connected with the autopsy con- 
ducted on the body of Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy after he 
was assassinated in Dallas on 
Nov. 22, 1963. 

The move was a new legal 
procedure by Garrison to obtain 
the X-rays and photographs of 
the, autopsy for use in the Jan- 
uary trial of Clay Shaw, a New 
Orleans businessman accused 
by Garrison of conspiring to 
kill President Kennedy. 

In a previous attempt, Garri- 
son had asked for the appear- 
ance of a United States attor- . 
ney in New Orleans to provide 
the records, but this request 
was turned down. 

'Hie district attorney and oth- 
er critics of the Warren Com- 
mission investigation of the as- 
sassination contend there is 
some doubt about the number of ; 
bullets fired at Kennedy. The i 
X-rays and photographs bear i 
on the controversy. s 
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
